Sand Grouse 

There stemed to be no plant life tn 
the desert, and no seeds visible to the 
naked eye, There were, howvr, a great 
number of sand grouse, brownirh birds, 
which flew in flocks of from twenty 
to thirty and matched the desert 86 
perfectly that they vanished as soon 
aa they settled 

The groure provided no clue to the 
decert mystery until they were killed, 
and then Dr. Chipp discovered that | 
their crops were full of tiny brown 
seeds, which must have been scattered } 
over the desert in millions. 

Dr. Chipp brought the seeds home 
and experimented with them in con- 
ditions as close as posable to those of 
the Saraha. 

The seeds have apparently acquired 
the faculty of germinating and run- 
ning through their life history with 
amazing speed on the rate occasions 
when rain falis.

a professional facial one enjoys the 
comfort of lying relaxed and being 
, massaged by a trained cosmetician. 
Some sort of electrical stimulation ts 
often available and the so-called the- | 
rapeutic Jamps are usually used dur-| 
ing the treatment with good effect 
All these things help, but when it is 
not convenient to buy an oll facial as 
frequently as one would like, one need 
not go without it altogether. 

The materials needed include a mild 
antiseptic lotion, cleansing cream 
tissue cream, table salt, a two-inch 
roll of gauze, about three tablespoon~- 
fulls of olive oil, absorbent cotton, ice, 
witch hazel and two small turkis) 
towels. 

All facials begin with a thorough 
cleansing of the skin, First 
the face and neck with a { 
septic lotion, dry and cleanse with 
cleansing cream, At this point some 
cosmeticians use a salt rub to stirmu- 
late the skin and correct the dry, 
scaly appearance. Make a pledget of 
| absorbent cotton covered with gauze 

and dip it first into cold cream and 
then into a dish of table salt. Rub 
this all over the skin with a gentle, 
|} rotary motion in an upward, out-| 
| ward direction. To remove the salt, 
{apply more of the cream and wipe 
the skin clean with a pad of the cot- 
ton or a tissue square 

The next application ts of a mas- 
sage or tissue cream. Pat the cream 
into the skin with the fingers or a 
| patter to stimulate the circulation. 
Have the oi! heated and the gauze 
strips cut into a half-dozen seven- 
inch lengths, These strips are dipped 
into the warm oil and are then laid 
on the skin, side by side, beginning at 
the base of the throat, The strips are 
of course, easier to mold over the face 
jand neck than are face masks made 
in one piece, The nostrils are leit ex- 
posed, but the gauze covers the other 
parts up to the hairline | 
| After all the strips are adjusted, 
| wring out a towel in hot water and 
lay it over the face and neck. Before 
}it cools, replace it with another hot
